Under the 


constitution, said tbe ex senator, after 
quoting the clause referring to death or 
disability of the chief executive, there 
can be no disability that the president 
can be conscious of. 


It must he a disability—as for ex- 


ample, if he were insane—which is pat 
ent to everybody excepting himself. So 
long as he possesses reasoning powers 
and can diredt what should be done in 
his place, he cannot be held, under the 
constitution, to be disabled. It is there 
tore absurd to talk about plans which 
require his own intelligence and direc- 
tion to carry into effect. If he ia suf- 
fering from disability such ae is clearly 
evident to those about him and to the 
country, the vice president, under tbe 
constitution, must assume the functions 
of the office, and no legislation is need- 
ed to enforce this duty, though it will 
be well for congress to make some pro- 
vision lor tbe future.

sibility of Ueneral Arthur being called 
upon to act IB president until President 
Ourfleld sufficiently recovers to warrant 
his reasnumption of ezeoutive duties. 
The lact cannot well be overlooked that 
in every/ department of the government 
there are milters in statu quo that re- 
quire the action of the chief exeoutive. 
How lonj: they can remain so without 
positive detriment to the public inter- 
efts, is a question that must soon be 
met. 


Although it is positively known that no 


meeting of the cabinet ban been held or 
called, to discuss this subject, yet it ia 
acknowledged by cabinet officer* that 
several informal exchange: of opinion 
have been indulged in, and it has been 
found that grave differences exist as to 
the wisdom of such a step, not the least 
consideration being the possible effect 
upon General Oarfield ia his present 
weak state, If, as it must necessarily be, 
the matter is called to his attention. 


It is well known that, even notwith- 


standing the assurance of his physicians 
and Iricnds that the public business is 
in no way suffering through big contin- 
ued disability, be, nevertheless, thinks 
much upon the subject (DO better evi- 
dence being needed than the fact that 
during big recent delirium his incoher- 
ent utterances were constantly and en- 
tirely in relation to public'matters), 
and it i* feared hit recovery might be 
seriously retarded by a knowledge that 
it was deemrd necessary for another to 
perform his constitutional duties.

has been much higher on recent nights 
and no mention was made of rigor even 
in a negative sense. The putting in 
the bulletin the word "rigor" was sim- 
ply a bad blunder of the physicians, 
causing unnecessary alarm. 
ID the 


bulletin this evening they explained 
that no significance is conveyed in those 
words. 


The afternoon was more favorable 


than the morning. 
He was nut dis- 


turbed in the least and kept right along 
holding his own. That's all that can 
be said. 
He has gained no strength, 


but his appearance is improved. 


He seems better in the whole sys- 


tem. 
A continuation of this condition, 


which has been the daily report all lie 
week, ii regarded as the precursor of 
regaining strength.
